Applicant argues that Takase falls to transmit reply information when the transmission is abnormally cut off. The Examiner finds support 
for this In column 10, lines 8-25, where if a new request for a communication has been issued, It is inherent that the previous 
communication was abnormally cut off. 

Applicant argues that identification Information Is not Inherently present in reply information. The Examiner maintains that In the network 
taught in Takase, originating information would be present for the sending device as well as information about the connection such as 
destination, sequence number, port information, connection information, etc. See Takase, column 10, lines 16-25. See column 6, lines 
29-27. See column 6, lines 60-68, See column 8, lines 39-43. 

Applicant's arguments against the Smith reference are addressed by the Examiner's rebuttal of the previous arguments against the 
Takase reference. 

Applicant's final arguments in the 10/25/2004 response are towards the disclosure of the application, and not towards the claims of the 
application.
